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DECISION ON PETITIONS 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.78(a)(3) AND (a)(6) 



This is a decision on the petitions under 1 .78(a)(6), filed by facsimile transmission on May 29, 
2007, which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR §§ 1.78(a)(3) and 1.78(a)(6), to accept 
an unintentionally delayed claim under 35 U.S.C. §§120 and 1 19(e) for the benefit of the prior- 
filed applications set forth in the concurrently filed amendment. 

The petitions are GRANTED .

previously submitted; 

(2) the surcharge set forth in § 1.1 7(t); and 

(3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was due. 
under 37 CFR §§ 1 78(a)(2)(ii) and 1 78(a)(5)(ii) and the date the 
claim was filed was unintentional. The Director may require 
additional information where there is a question whether the delay 
was unintentional. 
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Additionally, the instant nonprovisional application must be pending at the time of filing of the 
reference to the prior-filed provisional application as required by 37 CFR 1.78(a)(5)(h). Further, 
the nonprovisional application claiming the benefit of the prior-filed provisional application must 
have been filed within twelve months of the filing date of the prior-filed provisional application. 

Also, 37 CFR §§ 1.78(a)(3) and 1.78(a)(6) require a statement that the entire delay between the 
date the claim was due under 37 CFR §§ 1.78(a)(2)(h) and 1.78(a)(5)(ii) and the date the claim 
was filed was unintentional. Since the statement appearing in the petition varies from the 
required language, the statement is being construed as the statement required by 37 CFR 
§§ 1.78(a)(3) and 1.78(a))(6). If this is not a correct reading of the statement appearing in the 
petition, petitioner should promptly notify the Office. 

All the above requirements having been satisfied, the late claim for benefit of priority under 35 
U.S.C. §§ 120 and 1 19(e) is accepted as being unintentionally delayed. 

The granti ng of the petition to accept the delayed benefit claim to the prior-filed applications 
under 37 CF R 88 1. 78(a)(3) and 1. 78(a)(6) should not be construed as meaning that this 
application is entitled to the benefit of the mine date of the prior-filed applications. In order 
for this application to be entitled to the benefit of the prior-filed applications, all other 
requiremen ts under 35 U.S. C. 88120 and 1. 78(a)(1) and (a)(2) and under 35 U.S. C 8119(e) 
and 3 7 CF R 1. 78(a)(4) and (a)(5) must be met Similarly, the fact that the corrected Filing 
Receipt ac companying this decision on petition includes the prior-filed applications should not 
be constru ed as meaning that applicant is entitled to the claim for benefit of priority to the 
prior-filed application s noted thereon. Accordingly, the examiner will, in due course, consider 
this benefi t claim and determine whether the application is entitled to the benefit of the earlier 
filing date. 

A corrected Filing Receipt, which includes the priority claim to the prior-filed applications, 
accompanies this decision on petition.

is Description of the Related Art 

Organic electronic devices that emit light, such as light-emitting 
diodes that make up displays, are present in many different kinds of 
electronic equipment. In all such devices, an organic active layer is 
sandwiched between two electrical contact layers. At least one of the 

20 electrical contact layers is light-transmitting so that light can pass through 
the electrical contact layer. The organic active layer emits light through 
the light-transmitting electrical contact layer upon application of electricity 
across the electrical contact layers. 

It is well known to use organic electroluminescent compounds as 

25 the active component in light-emitting diodes. Simple organic molecules 
such as anthracene, thiadiazole derivatives, and coumarin derivatives are 
known to show electroluminescence. Semiconductive conjugated 
polymers have also been used as electroluminescent components, as has 
been disclosed in, for example, Friend et al., U.S. Patent 5,247,190, 

30 Heeger et al., U.S. Patent 5,408,109, and Nakano et al., Published 

European Patent Application 443 861 . Complexes of 8-hydroxyquinolate 
with trivalent metal ions, particularly aluminum, have been extensively 
used as electroluminescent components, as has been disclosed in, for 
example, Tang etal., U.S. Patent 5,552,678. 

35 Burrows and Thompson have reported that fac-tris(2- 

phenylpyridine) iridium can be used as the active component in organic 
light-emitting devices. (Appl. Phys. Lett. 1999, 75, 4.) The performance is 
maximized when the iridium compound is present in a host conductive 
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
